Report of School Board. 


The second year of trial of the new school law has given 
your School Board an»ther opportunity to learn of the needs of 
the school children of the district. : 

We find it impossible to give equal advantages to all the 
school children by reason of the inconvenient location of some. 

It has been our purpose to expend the money raised by the 
district for schools so as to give every pupil as good privileges 
as the circumstances would permit. 

The searcity of schvol children in some of the old school 
districts rendered it unwise to have schools there, and the few 
pupils to be found there have been provided for. 

We have endeavored to arrange our schools so as to give as 
nearly equal advantages to all as may be. 

We have had « school of one term in addition to the number 
of schools we had last year. Consequently the length of term 
in some cases has been less than last year. 

It did not seem advisable to have more than two terms of 
school, as the sum of money raised for schools was not enough 
for longer schools. a 

Parents and guardians have generally taken pains to send 
their children to school, although the distance in some cases 
has been greater than under the old district system. 

In some cases, we are sorry to say, parents have not availed 
themselves of the privileges they had to send their children to 
school any more than the law required. 
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It has been our purpose to employ competent teachers and 
our success has been such that our schools have generally given 
good satisfaction. 

We are glad to report that we have a new school-house at 
the Centre. 

_ The location is good. The school-room is very pleasant and 
the school furniture is of the best kind and very convenient. 

We hope every pupil who attends this school will take pride 
in keeping everything in and around this school-house in as 
good condition as possible. ; 

The cost of this house and furniture has been within a few 
dollars of the amount raised by the district for the purpose. 

The report to be given by the building committee will show 
you the amount expended. 

There are other school- houses in the district that should be 
repaired, especially that at the North Road, and one in the 
west part of the town. 

It may be advisable sometime in the future to change the 
location of one or two of our school-houses. 

We think that by a moderate and judicious expenditure of 
money for a few years we may have good and convenient 
school-houses, so that with an increase of interest and co-opera- 
tion on the part of parents with the teachers and School Board 
our schools will be a blessing to our children and a credit to 
the town,
